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REMARKS 

Claims 38-68 are currently pending in the application. Claims 39-68 are canceled 
herein. No new matter is believed to be added by these amendments. In the Office 
Action issued September 7, 2005, the Examiner indicated that claim 38 was allowable. 
Therefore, pursuant to the following remarks, Applicant respectfully requests entry of 
these amendments, reconsideration of the application and allowance of claim 38 to issue. 
Rejection Under 35 U.S. C. §112, first paragraph 

The Office Action states that the rejection of claims 38, 41, and 42 under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, for scope of enablement is withdrawn over claim 38 and 
maintained over claims 41-42. Although Applicant believes that claims 41-42 are 
adequately enabled, in order to advance prosecution, claims 41-42 are canceled herein, 
thus rendering this rejection moot. 
Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 103(a) 

The Examiner has maintained the rejection of claims 39-40, and 43-68 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable over US Patent No. 5,891,432 (1999) in 
view of Banerji et al. (1983) Cell, Vol. 33, 729-740. Although Applicant believes that 
these claims are unobvious over U. S. Patent No. 5,891,432 in view of Banerji et al., in 
order to advance prosecution, claims 39-40 and 43-68 are canceled herein, thus rendering 
this rejection moot. 

Pursuant to the above amendments and remarks, reconsideration and allowance of 
the pending application is believed to be warranted. The Examiner is invited and 
encouraged to directly contact the undersigned if such contact may enhance the efficient 
prosecution of this application to issue.
